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One  of  the  most  important  things  we  learn  in  school  is  the  fact  that  we  must  make 
every  minute  count.  We  all  put  in  the  required  amount  of  time  at  school.  We  have  a 
schedule.  Most  of  us  are  here  from  8:20  to  3:30  Monday  through  Friday.  We  attend  roll 
call,  classes,  and  assemblies,  and  lead  a  normal  school  life.  In  the  following  sections  we  have 
attempted  to  record  our  everyday  school  life  and  to  present  the  people  who  make  up  our 
faculty  and  student  body. 
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For  many  of  us,  school  lasts  long  after  3:30.  Overtime  is  required  for  sports,  club 
activities,  committee  meetings,  school  publications,  and  social  affairs  sponsored  by  various 
groups  at  Central.

ART 

We  create!  It  Is  exciting  to  get  ideas  and  watch  them  grow  on  paper.  We  have  had 
such  fun  ever  since  grade  school  watching  our  drawings  improve  from  those  jerky  stick 
figures  in  kindergarten  with  our  big  crayons  to  the  soft  shading  we  have  been  doing  in 
chalks,  and  we  have  learned  that  we  can  even  make  soft  colorings  as  well  as  heavy  colors 
with  those  same  crayons  that  we. used  in  grade  school.  Our  ideas  are  at  last  beginning  to 
look  on  paper  the  way  we  had  imagined  them.  We  tried  many  forms  of  life  and  learned 
the  great  value  of  color  contrasts  and  harmonious  designs  and  colors.  We  use  many  differ- 
ent materials:  chalk,  crayons,  charcoal,  water  colors,  and  clay.  Some  of  us  can  even  work 
with  oils  in  8-2  if  we  are  very  talented.  I  am  not,  but  I  watched  while  some  of  my  friends 
worked  on  them.  We  were  amazed  at  the  effect  we  could  achieve  with  water  colors  be- 
cause we  had  thought  that  they  just  m.ade  a  big  blur  on  the  paper  and  that  the  different 
colors  were  all  messed  in  together.  We  began  to  use  more  paint  and  less  water  and  found 
the  results  very  pleasing.  We  noticed  that  some  of  the  very  best  pictures  in  the  art  room 
were  crayon  drawings  with  beautiful  colorings  and  shadings.  We  found  that  we  could  also 
achieve  the  effect,  if  not  the  perfecKon,  by  working  hard  at  it. 

We  loved  Christmas  time  In  art  class  best  because  we  all  made  ornaments  and  Christ- 
mas tree  decorations  and  murals.  The  best  ornaments  are  hung  on  the  big  Christmas  tree 
which  we  have  in  the  front  hall  at  school  every  year.  The  murals  which  are  very  good  are 
also  hung  in  the  front  hall,  and  some  are  hung  In  different  session  rooms.  We  also  make 
Christmas  decorations,  place  cards,  and  Christmas  cards  to  send  to  the  men  at  Percy  Jones 
Hospital. 

Some  of  the  girls  and  boys  are  really  talented  and  these  elect  high  school  art.  Some 
of  the  work  which  they  do  is  really  outstanding.  You  can  see  much  of  it  in  Miss  Camp- 
bell's new  office,  where  there  are  exhIbiHons  of  our  work.  There  are  also  exhibitions  in  the 
various  art  rooms. 

Because  there  is  so  much  to  be  done  around  school  by  the  art  department,  we  have  a 
class  called  the  school  service  art  class.  They  make  many  of  the  posters  announcing  com- 
ing activities  at  school  and  do  many  other  jobs  which  call  for  someone  with  the  artistic 
touch.  We  are  very  proud  of  this  class  and  the  service  it  gives  to  the  school.  There  is  also 
a  class  in  Interior  decorating  and  costuming  which  prepares  students  for  this  kind  of  work 
If  they  are  Interested  In  it.

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COMMERCIAL 

Every  day  we  learn  more  about  how  important  good  commercial  training  will  be  when 
we  go  out  into  the  business  world.  We  have  decided  to  study  typing  and  shorthand  so 
that  we  may  be  competent  secretaries  or  business  men.  Shorthand  is  just  like  learning  a 
new  language,  and  typing  is  equally  difficult  at  first.  When  we  first  sat  at  a  typewriter, 
we  wondered  if  we  would  ever  be  able  to  find  the  keys  and  manipulate  the  machine  rap- 
idly. Mistakes  were  so  easy  to  make  that  they  always  counted  down  on  our  speed  tests. 
Along  with  typing  and  shorthand,  we  take  business  English,  business  arithmetic,  and  record- 
keeping. In  business  English  we  learn  how  to  write  effective  letters  and  how  to  get  along 
with  our  future  employers  and  employees.  In  the  other  business  courses  we  learn  how  to 
keep  books  accurately  and  neatly.  We  learn  that  neatness,  promptness,  accuracy,  and 
cheerfulness  are  essential  to  us  If  we  are  to  get  along  at  all  in  the  business  world.  In  this 
course,  as  well  as  in  others  taught  here,  we  learn  through  practice  and  practical  experi- 
ence because  many  of  us  now  have  part  time  jobs  in  business.

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

On  my  first  day  at  high  school,  I  clearly  remember  my  English  teacher  asking  me  to 
write  a  theme  —  "Shall  I  Like  Central?"  I  was  almost  sure  that  I  should,  but  it  did  seem 
awfully  big  and  the  seniors  were  so  important,  that  I  wondered  if  I  should  ever  be  one.  And 
here  I  am  at  last  reminiscing. 

Every  day  I  learned  something  new  in  class.  Our  teacher  even  made  spelling  fun  and  t 
never  could  spell,  but  we  had  spell-downs  and,  even  though  I  was  usually  the  first  one  down, 
I  marveled  at  the  brilliance  of  those  who  remained  standing  until  their  team  won.  Gram- 
mar was  always  a  chore  too,  and  for  a  long  time  I  could  never  understand  the  necessity  of 
learning  to  punctuate  correctly.  I  thought  if  I  was  able  to  get  an  idea  across,  and  it  was  a 
fairly  good  one,  that  the  manner  in  which  I  presented  it  on  paper  was  not  too  important. 
It  was  not  until  my  teachers  began  lowering  the  grade  on  my  themes  because  of  wrong 
sentence  structure  or  misplaced  modifiers  that  I  awoke  to  the  fact  that  it  was  high  time  I 
was  learning  the  rules  of  grammar.  I  remember  in  different  grades  we  entered  letter  writ- 
ing contests,  poetry  reading,  essay  contests,  and  many  other  competitive  outside  activities 
besides  regular  recitation.  By  the  time  we  reached  our  junior  year  many  of  us  had  fairly 
good  ideas  of  the  work  we  wanted  to  do  when  we  had  finished  high  school  or  college,  and 
so  we  wrote  vocational  themes  which  not  only  told  the  teacher  of  our  ambition  but  gave 
us  a  chance  to  find  out  for  ourselves  whether  we  were  actually  fitted  for  the  kind  of  work 
we  had  in  mind.  After  studying  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  and  requirements,  some 
of  us  found  that  the  field  was  not  such  a  good  one  for  us  after  all.  Then  we  began  to  look 
for  a  new  interest. 

After  we  had  met  our  graduation  requirements  for  English,  there  were  interesting 
literary  courses  offered.  Many  of  us  were  eager  to  take  advantage  of  them.  We  had  a 
chance  to  incorporate  English  with  history  when  we  read  the  writing  of  early  English  writers, 
and  we  found  that  many  of  the  clever  sa'yings  which  we  had  believed  were  our  own  crea- 
tions had  been  used  by  Mr.  Shakespeare  back  In  the  seventeenth  century. 

This  year  a  few  of  us  signed  up  for  the  Bible  English  course.  This  course  does  not  present 
the  teachings  or  doctrines  of  any  particular  faith.  We  stddled  the  Bible  as  an  unsurpassed 
historical  and  literary  masterpiece.

Activities  in  the  field  of  speech  include  the  debate  team, 
the  forensics  contest,  and  the  youth  forum,  which  began  this  year  as  a  regular  school 
activity.  Many  of  us  are  able  to  take  part.  We  discuss  freely  problems  in  which  we  have 
an  active  interest.  On  the  forum  this  year,  there  have  been  subjects  ranging  from  the

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HOME  ECONOMICS 

We  hear  about  getting  all  of  our  necessary  vitamins  and  minerals  for  the  day  in  a  pill, 
one  of  the  modern  conveniences,  but  that  era  isn't  for  me.  I  shudder  to  think  that  the  day 
will  ever  come  when  I  shall  sit  down  to  enjoy  a  lovely  tender  steak  and  find  that  it  is  con- 
tained in  a  small  white  pill.  I  am  not  alone  In  this  feeling.  Learning  how  to  cook  is  still  a 
must  in  every  girl's  life.  You  have  doubtless  gone  by  the  cooking  room  and  smelled  the 
delightful  aroma  of  savory,  wholesome  cakes,  candies,  and  condiments.  In  this  class  we 
have  visited  markets  and  grocery  stores  to  learn  how  to  make  our  money,  buy  not  only 
what  we  need,  but  also  extras  that  we  particularly  enjoy,  and  it  isn't  easy  with  prices  what 
they  are  today.  But  we  learn  that  there  are  endless  ways  of  making  food  appeal  to  even 
the  most  fussy  eater.  It  is  fun  to  disguise  food  that  we  need  daily.  Because  eating  has 
always  been  my  favorite  hobby,  I  certainly  hope  that  I  don't  live  to  see  the  pill  stage. 

'When  I  was  in  the  eighth  grade,  sewing  was  a  must.  I  thought  this  most  unfortunate 
because  sewing  has  never  been  my  forte.  Nevertheless,  I  entered  the  class  hoping  that  I 
might  be  able  to  put  a  few  pieces  of  cloth  together  and  call  it  a  dress.  The  first  thing  I 
made  was  a  skirt.  I  very  carefully  chose  the  material,  about  double  the  amount  needed  so 
that  i  would  be  sure  to  have  enough,  and  started  to  cut  it  out.  The  cutting  went  quite  well, 
but  after  a  short  time,  I  realized  that  my  theme  song  for  the  year  would  be  "pin,  baste, 
stitch,  rip."

It  was  amazing 
to  learn  that  by  watching  our  color  combinations  and  choosing  flattering  designs  we  could 
have  very  good  looking  outfits.  We  learned  not  only  how  to  dress  properly,  but  how  to 
walk.  It  seems  as  though  that  should  be  one  of  the  first  things  in  life,  but  I  have  noticed 
that  a  great  many  girls,  especially  tall  ones,  try  to  look  small  by  walking  all  humped  over. 
In  time,  I  learned  that  my  height  is  an  asset,  and  a  tall  girl  who  walks  erect  is  by  that  fact 
really  good  looking.  I  tried,  and  felt  a  lot  better,  and  I  found  that  I  could  really  see  what 
was  going  on  in  the  world.  We  have  been  on  many  tours  of  furniture  and  merchandise 
shops  where  I  have  gained  helpful  suggestions  on  how  to  make  a  house  beautiful  and  do  it 
economically  too. 

Home  Economics  classes  teach  us  to  look,  dress,  sew,  cook,  and  keep  house.  These  are 
important  skills  for  every  girl,  I  believe. 
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INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

We  learn  by  doing!  As  we  walk  into  the  machine  shop  the  first  day,  we  wonder  if  we 
will  ever  be  able  to  operate  all  those  machines  and  understand  their  operation,  but  it  is 
not  long  before  we  begin  to  explore  the  field  of  the  machine.  What  a  vast  and  interesting 
field  it  is!  School  offers  us  many  courses  in  which  we  learn  to  use  and  develop  our  minds, 
but  in  shop,  it  is  fun  to  learn  about  the  wheels  and  gadgets  that  make  living  in  the  twentieth 
century  comfortable  and  exciting.  We  work  with  many  kinds  of  metals.  We  not  only  learn 
their  names;  we  find  out  how  they  are  classified  and  how  they  are  used  in  tools.  We  hear 
a  great  deal  about  safety  first  in  industry.  We  talk  about  labor  problems  and  even  about 
international  problems  relating  to  the  course. 

If  you  should  visit  the  printing  class,  you  would  see  all  sorts  of  type  set  up.  You  might 
see  some  boys  making  advertisements  of  coming  school  activities.  You  might  hear  an 
explanation  of  the  many  kinds  of  printing  and  the  actual  setting  up  of  these.  This  year  we 
made  up  dance  tickets,  book  covers  to  advertise  coming  school  attractions,  play  tickets. 
Penny  Carnival  tickets,  receipt  books  for  the  school  store,  and  programs  for  plays  and  class 
activities.  We  see  the  results  of  our  work  in  every  activity  at  Central.  We  are  a  useful 
part  of  Central.  We  never  before  realized  all  the  work  that  goes  into  the  printing  of  the 
daily  paper  which  many  people  so  casually  read.  If  we  want  to  follow  printing  as  a  career, 
we  have  a  good  background  because  we  have  worked  with  the  materials. 

You  would  enjoy  a  visit  to  the  woodworking  shop.  This  is  the  age  of  machines,  but 
wood  is  a  basic  material.  It  has  thousands  of  uses.  Everywhere  we  look  we  see  some  form 
of  wood  and  we  want  to  know  how  to  distinguish  one  kind  from  another.  By  working  with 
different  kinds  we  learn  textures  and  grains. 

Now,  come  with  me  to  the  mechanical  drawing  class.  It  looks  quite  difficult  but  to 
those  with  mechanical  and  mathematical  minds,  it  is  fun.  They  are  very  accurate  in  all  their 
work.    It  would  be  very  hard  for  me  but  many  of  the  boys  and  girls  like  it  and  find  it  easy. 

Now  we  will  go  to  the  shop  where  we  see  fhe  boys  mending  shoes.  It  is  a  regular  shoe 
shop  where  they  learn  the  trade  by  working  at  it.  Maybe  we  can  make  a  deal  to  have  our 
shoes  fixed  there  for  the  experience  they  get  out  of  doing  it.  We  like  to  see  what  the  boys 
are  learning  and  the  trades  that  will  aid  them  in  their  life  out  of  school  are  very  helpful. 

In  all  these  arts  and  skills  we  see  that  we  learn  by  doing! 
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LANGUAGES 

Sometimes  we  go  to  Italy  for  a  day  oi  wandering  among  the  ruins  of  ancient  Rome.  We 
can  travel  to  many  places  in  our  Latin  book  while  we  are  learning  a  language  that  certainly 
isn't  dead.  (We  can  see  it  in  the  words  we  use  every  day.)  We  can  imagine  how  the 
Colosseum  must  have  looked  when  it  was  new  and  gladiators  fought  in  the  arena.  We  can 
see  gay  banners  floating  from  the  pillars.  The  colored  togas  of  the  statesmen  as  they 
speak  in  the  forum  impress  us  almost  as  much  as  their  eloquence  does.  After  visiting  these 
places,  we  are  eager  to  learn  the  language  of  the  people  who  lived  there,  and  it  is  inter- 
esting to  find  many  English  words,  or  at  least  roots  of  words,  in  their  language.  We  see 
Naples  and  the  magnificently  constructed  Roman  roads,  some  of  which  have  survived  the 
centuries. 

We  go  up  to  France  to  see  how  their  people  live.  We  find  that  they  are  mostly  farmers 
and  peasants  who  grow  beautiful  flowers  for  the  making  of  perfume.  We  love  the  way  the 
French  speak,  and  we  want  to  learn  their  language.  We  like  their  songs  and  the  power  of 
their  national  anthem.

We  hear  much  about  seeking  better  understanding  between  nations,  and  we  believe 
that  by  becoming  better  acquainted  with  languages  and  people  who  speak  them,  we  shall 
help  ourselves  to  do  this.  We  should  like  to  have  friends  with  whom  we  can  speak  all  over 
the  world.

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MATH 

Fractions,  equations,  circles,  rectangles  —  I  used  to  close  my  mind  to  thenn  saying, 
'What's  the  use,  I  just  don't  have  a  mathematical  mind."  That  was  in  the  seventh  grade. 
Then  I  began  to  realize  that  I  had  to  study  and  learn  hov/  to  reason  things  out,  not  just 
guess.  I  decided  to  study,  really  to  study  math.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  arithmetic 
gave  me  a  foundation.  Instead  of  skipping  the  problems  because  I  didn't  feel  like  doing 
them  and  waiting  until  class  time  to  have  them  explained,  I  read  them  over  and  tried  to 
figure  them  out.  More  often  than  not  I  couldn't,  but  I  wouldn't  give  up.  I  decided  if 
someone  could  write  them  in  a  text  book,  I  could  do  them.  Still,  they  were  difficult  because 
instead  of  reasoning  out  problems  and  propositions,  I  had  memorized  them.  When  a  test 
came,  too  often  my  memory  failed.  I  concluded  that  something  was  wrong  with  my  method, 
and  I  began  to  devise  a  new  one.  Since  I  began  working  this  way,  I  have  begun  to  enjoy 
math,  especially  algebra  and  geometry.  Neither  of  these  was  easy,  but  constant  work  was 
slowly  making  grooves  in  my  grey  matter.  By  the  time  I'd  finished  geometry,  I  really  en- 
joyed it,  and  I  went  on  with  algebra  three  and  four.  In  solid  geometry,  we  made  models 
for  theorems  and  regular  polyhedrons  and  painted  them.  Some  of  the  energetic  students 
did  more  advanced  problems,  but  we  all  learned  something  about  how  to  use  our  reason- 
ing power.  Everybody  has  to  reason  every  day.  Math,  easy  or  hard,  is  worthwhile  —  and 
fun.

He  gets  the  best  seats  on  the 
fifty  yard  line,  t«Jo.  They  give  good  assemblies  in  school  every  year  and  play  in  the  spring 
concert. 

Another  one  of  the  boys  plays  the  clarinet  in  the  orchestra.  He  like  It  because  they 
play  different  kinds  of  music:  polkas,  marches,  concertos,  popular  and  classical  numbers. 
The  orchestra  played  for  the  senior  play,  and  so  he  got  to  see  It  free  twice.  They  also 
played  for  the  P.T.A.  Open  House.  He  plays  In  the  orchestra  assemblies  and  the  spring 
concert.  We  think  that  music  is  worthwhile.  Even  If  we  can't  all  sing,  we  can  all  do  something. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  most  important  purchase  that  I  made  upon  entering  Central  was  a  gym  suit  and 
brand  new  gym  shoes.  Was  I  important!  Now  I  would  be  able  to  play  softball  on  the 
school  playground  with  the  rest  of  the  girls  who  had  been  here  a  long  time.  When  I  was 
given  my  basket  and  locker  numbers,  I  felt  that  I  had  a  place  in  the  activities.  We  watched 
the  boys  in  their  gym  class  doing  calisthenics  and  used  to  try  them  ourselves.  It  looked  so 
easy  when  they  did  them,  but  I  guess  girls  aren't  built  for  them.  I  was  stiff  for  days  after 
a  few  push-ups.  But  there  were  many  exercises  that  we  did  do,  and  we  were  graded  on 
them.  They  weren't  so  hard,  and  they  really  kept  us  limbered  up.  We  marched  to  music 
and  learned  how  to  square  dance,  which  was  fun.  We  even  had  the  old-fashioned  square 
dance  records  to  help  us  along.  We  learned  how  to  do  social  dancing.  We  often  wished 
that  the  boys  were  taught  this  in  gym  class  too,  but  I  guess  they  just  thought  that  dancing 
with  girls  was  sissy.  Best  of  all,  I  loved  the  sports  we  had,  especially  volleyball,  softball,  and 
field  ball.  It  wasn't  long  before  I  had  to  learn  that  winning  the  game  isn't  the  only  thing 
that  is  important.  I  began  to  realize  that  sportsmanship  isn't  just  a  big  word,  but  that  it  is 
really  necessary  to  practice  it  if  I  was  going  to  get  anywhere.  Il'  doesn't  apply  just  to  gym 
class.  As  soon  as  I  became  conscious  of  the  importance  of  sportsmanship,  I  found  that  I 
could  practice  it  all  the  time. 

The  boys  played  hard  in  their  classes  —  baseball  and  soccer  and  basketball.  They  really 
started  their  training  for  sporl's  that  they  would  take  part  in  later  on  in  school.  They  have 
strenuous  exercises;  running  around  the  school  grounds,  push-ups  and  pull-ups,  and  all  sorts 
of  things  that  are  impossible  for  girls,  much  as  I  hate  to  admit  it. 

Physical  ed  plays  an  Important  part  in  all  our  lives,  even  if  we  don't  realize  it.  It  teaches 
us  how  to  v/alk  and  breathe  and,  just  as  Important,  the  Importance  of  physical  exercise  and 
the  value  of  playing  the  game  and  being  both  a  good  sport  and  a  good  loser.  I  found  that 
that  was  the  hardest  lesson  of  all  to  learn.  I  learned  it  the  hard  way.  I'm  not  going  to  for- 
get it.

R.O.T.C. 

For  the  tirst^  two  years  at  Central  I  took  physical  ed  to  get  in  condition  for  the  ninth 
grade  when  I  would  be  able  to  get  into  the  R.O.T.C.  I  was  excited  when  I  finally  was 
eligible  and  the  day  came  when  our  uniforms  were  handed  out.  Then  we  began  our  drill. 
It  was  just  like  the  army!  We  had  lots  of  calisthenics  and  drills  which  were  hard  at  first, 
but  they  limbered  me  up  for  other  sports.  Now  we  are  having  demonstrations  by  different 
instructors  in  the  city  in  operating  weapons,  drilling  techniques,  lectures  on  the  history  of 
the  army,  and  the  history  of  the  R.O.T.C.  We  try  out  different  methods  of  signalling  and 
learn  how  to  read  maps.  Everything  is  done  very  seriously  with  military  precision.  It  used 
to  worry  me  a  little  at  first,  but  I  like  it  now;  I'm  beginning  to  learn  the  importance  of 
being  on  time,  being  neat,  and  keeping  in  good  physical  condition. 

This  year  we  have  regular  army  shirts  and  khaki  ties  and  white  belts  like  the  ones  they 
wear  at  West  Point.    We  don't  have  blue  lapels  on  our  coats  anymore. 

The  first  major  event  we  take  part  in  is  the  Armistice  Day  assembly  which  is  the  most 
impressive  thing  I  have  ever  seen.  We  march  in  and  carry  the  flags,  and  our  band  plays 
"Onward  Christian  Soldiers".  Outside,  our  rifle  squad  fires  salutes  in  honor  of  Central's 
boys  who  served  in  both  world  wars. 

Other  Important  events  each  year  are  field  day  and  Federal  inspection.  We  drill  all 
year  for  these  activities  —  using  our  rifles,  marching,  and  especially  keeping  ourselves  neat. 

The  R.O.T.C.  has  helped  me  to  become  a  good  American  citizen. 
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SCIENCE 

Never  shall  I  forget  the  day  when  I  first  walked  into  the  chemistry  lab.  I  saw  a  whole 
new  world.  It  wasn't  clear  at  first.  It  was  opening  up  before  me.  There  were  thousands  of 
weird  looking  flasks,  beakers,  and  every  imaginable  size  of  test  tube.  And  the  bottles  on 
our  tables  —  all  sorts  of  dangerous  looking  acids  that  I  was  sure  I  would  never  be  able  to 
use  properly.  But  I  was  eager  to  learn  because  it  was  new  and  different.  At  first  we 
studied  about  the  origin  of  chemistry  and  about  famous  men  who  have  worked  in  this  vast 
field.  After  awhile  we  began  lab  work,  and  we  really  made  things.  I  always  felt  as  though 
I  was  making  a  discovery  important  to  the  world  instead  of  just  following  the  directions 
given  in  our  lab  book.  Throughout  the  year,  I  was  continually  learning  and  trying  to  look 
Into  this  unknown  world  where  many  men  have  given  their  lives  in  seeking  a  new  and  rare 
element.  Chemistry  has  given  me  a  greater  appreciation  of  the  things  around  me,  the 
wonders  of  nature,  the  valuable  elements  that  are  found  in  the  earth,  and  the  thousands  of 
modern  conveniences  which  we  blithely  accept  as  part  of  our  living.  Chemistry  is  in  action 
every  time  we  turn  on  our  gas  or  our  water  faucet.  This  to  me  is  one  of  the  most  fascinat- 
ing courses  offered  in  high  school. 

Not  long  ago  I  sat  in  the  biology  lab  dissecting  foxes  and  frogs.  This  class  taught  me 
something  of  the  forces  of  nature  and  the  relationship  between  plants  and  animals.  I  have 
always  wanted  to  see  evidences  of  some  of  the  statements  made  in  the  text  book.  I  am 
not  content  merely  to  have  someone  tell  me  it  Is  so.  In  this  class  we  had  many  opportunities 
to  see  actual  specimens  of  leaves  and  animal  tissue.   We  use  the  book  as  a  guide. 

After  biology  came  physiology,  hiere  I  learned  about  myself,  how  I  was  constructed. 
I  found  out  that  I  have  many  more  bones  than  I  had  ever  thought  could  be  put  into  one 
human  frame,  and  every  last  one  has  a  name.  We  found  out  why  we  did  some  of  the  things 
we  do  and  why  we  have  some  of  the  Impulses  that  we  have.  We  looked  into  the  human 
mind  to  see  what  it  is  made  of  and  why  it  directs  our  thinking  through  different  channels. 
It  Is  fun  to  study  why  we  imitate  and  ask  questions  and  are  always  seeking  a  goal.  It  has 
never  ceased  to  be  a  wonder  to  me  how  our  bodies  keep  working  calmly  and  efficiently 
when  there  are  so  many  intricate  parts  that  must  behave  very  well  to  prevent  the  whole 
system's  being  thrown  off  balance.  I  wonder  that  there  is  as  little  sickness  and  disorder  in 
the  world  as  there  is  today. 

Some  of  my  friends  have  taken  general  science,  which  is  really  an  introduction  to  the 
sciences  of  high  school.  They  studied  about  their  environment  and  the  forces  at  work  in  It. 
A  brief  study  of  many  sciences  was  taken  up:  astronomy,  chemistry,  physics,  and  biology. 
Our  chemistry  teacher  said  that  It  gives  the  student  a  very  good  background  for  the  study 
of  any  branch  of  science. 

Then,  of  course,  there  is  the  physics  class.  Even  the  name  scares  me.  It  sounds  difficult, 
but  of  course  for  those  having  a  scientific  and  mathematical  mind  it  would  hold  a  great  deal 
of  interest.  I  admire  tremendously  those  who  understand  It,  but  I  am  afraid  It  is  a  little 
beyond  me. 

I  believe  that  through  our  science  courses  we  come  to  recognize  the  forces  at  work  In 
our  world.    We  learn  to  live  more  richly. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

Come  with  me  to  history  class  today.  When  we  walk  into  the  room,  you  will  find  that 
it  looks  like  all  the  other  class  rooms  —  the  same  desks,  blackboards,  teacher's  desk.  But  as 
soon  as  we  open  our  book  we  find  ourselves  in  far-away  lands  riding  with  Caesar  or  Alex- 
ander or  Napoleon  into  battles  to  conquer  cities  and  nations.  In  the  palace  of  Louis  XIV 
we  lived  in  luxury  and  spent  fabulous  sums  on  self  enjoyment,  but  we  left  France  before  the 
Revolution  because  no  one  was  safe  there.  We  went  to  England  and  found  oppression  of 
the  common  man  who  wanted  freedom  of  worship.  We  boarded  a  ship  sailing  for  the  New 
World.  We  came  to  America.  The  living  was  not  easy  for  a  long  time  because  of  un- 
friendly Indian  tribes.  We  went  with  the  settlers  to  the  Tea  Party  in  Boston  and  watched 
at  a  distance  the  war  for  our  independence  from  England.  We  watched  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  and  the  Constitution  being  written.  We  went  by  stage  coach  through  the 
South  and  saw  the  beautiful  plantations  and  the  beginning  of  great  industry  in  the  North. 
Then  we  heard  talk  of  war  and  the  abolishing  of  slavery.  Soon  the  whole  country  was  bat- 
tling itself,  brother  against  brother,  and  it  seemed  useless  to  us  just  as  the  ancient  wars 
did.  We  cannot  understand  why  men  have  to  fight  each  other  in  the  hope  of  bettering 
themselves  or  of  gaining  more  for  themselves.  We  wonder  if  men  will  ever  learn  to  live 
together.  We  wondered  that  in  1865.  Now  it  is  1948  and  we  are  still  wondering  if  men  will 
ever  be  able  to  live  together. 

In  junior  high  school  we  study  geography  and  introductory  history,  subjects  which  give 
us  an  idea  of  the  more  advanced  social  studies  that  we  take  in  higher  grades.  We  learn  of 
the  natural  resources  and  physical  aspects  of  land  all  over  the  world.  After  our  ninth  grade 
civics  and  high  school,  many  of  us  follow  up  our  semester  of  required  government  with 
economics.  These  subjects  teach  us  a  great  deal  about  things  we  are  to  meet  any  day  and 
keep  us  posted  on  current  happenings.  We  intend  to  profit  by  the  mistakes  of  the  past 
and  build  the  future. 

We  went  to  Lansing  to  see  how  our  laws  are  made  and  who  makes  them,  and  we 
learned  about  the  governments  of  other  states  and  how  our  country  makes  our  laws.  Per- 
haps the  most  important  thing  we  learned  is  that  we  have  a  part  in  making  the  laws  be- 
cause we  can  vote  and  have  the  kind  of  government  we  want.  We  can,  that  is,  if  we  learn 
how  to  safeguard  the  freedom  the  Founders  gave  us.

Next  we  battled  the  Creston  Bears,  and  we  didn't  let  them  get  within  actual  scoring  distance  during  the  entire 
game.  This  time  we  made  four  touchdowns,  and  all  the  placements  were  good.  The  final  score  was  28-0.  On  the  tenth  of  October  we  boarded 
the  bus  for  Holland  with  hopes  high  that  our  boys  would  lick  the  Holland  eleven.  The  game  was  a  close  one,  and  we  sat  tenselywatching  and 
hoping  throughout.
